for sale for a bid not less than $880,000. 
For insurance purposes, the 
property on 
the 
northwest corner of Foothill and Indian Hill boule­ 
vards is valued at $1 million. 
The board hopes to have the property sold by 
August. Bids will be opened July 17. Money from 
sale of the property will go to the State of Califor­ 


nia. 
To prevent speculative bidders, the board has 
included a provision that bid security in the amount 
of 5 per cent of the amount bid will accom pany 
the bid. The district estimates this will average 
about $45,000. and will be a non-refundable deposit 
toward purchase of the property. 
(The security 
of unsuccessful bidders will be returned. 
Two years ago. the Clarem ont board received 
perm ission from the State Allocation Board to put 
the property “ in the closet” for two years, not 
considering it part of classroom space available 
to the district. The time will run out the third 
W ednesday of August. 
Supt. John Brinegar commented M onday that 
two other reasons for looking to sale of the property 
were getting rid of a com m unity eyesore and in­ 
creasing 
the 
assessed 
valuation 
of 
tne 
district 
through whatever business m ight go up on the land. 
The old high school buildings have received re­ 
peated vandalism since they were vacated four 
years ago. This year the school district built a 
chain link and barbed wire fence around the build­ 
ings. 
In January 1966, the Hallett Development Corp. 
of Pom ona bid $910,000 for the property. One day 
before the close of escrow the com pany announced 
it was no longer interested, because of zoning lim i­ 
tations put on it by the City of Claremont. 
A long battle in the planning com m ission and 
City Council resulted in a conditional-use permit 
with restrictions. A spokesm an for the com pany 
said his firm would settle for nothing less than 
C4 (highw ay com m ercial) zoning. 
School 
building construction 
had depended on 
sale of the property, with income to go to the state, 
under provisions of the State School Building Fund. 
The district later received the special exemption 
to proceed with its building program , despite usable 
classroom s in the old high school, because of the 
condition of the money market at the time. 
Zoning of the area is for school use at present.

Divorces Climb 


W A S H IN G T O N (U P I) — The divorce rate in the 
United States rose in 1968 to the second highest 
level ever recorded, the National Center for Health 
Statistics said today. 
E a rly indications are that the figures for 1969 
will be even higher. 
An estimated 582,000 divorces and annulments 
were granted in 1968. or 59.000 m ore than were 
granted in 1967, the center re|M)rted. This brought 
the provisional 1968 rate to 2.9 per 1,000 popula­ 
tion. 
However, the provisional rate for the 12-month 
period ending in M arch, 1969, is even higher at 
3 0 per 1,000, a divorce statistician said.

Such a person is not 
likely to be especially popu­ 
lar with family and associ­ 
ates, for eventually we come 
to dislike the person who con­ 
stantly seems to relish our 
difficulties.

Claremont Will Seek Mutual Aid for Fire Services 


CLAREMONT — The Clare­ 
mont City Council Monday night 
voted unanimously to continue 
to operate its own tire depart­ 
ment 
and 
enter 
negotiations 
with the City of Pomona for 
a first-alarm mutual aid agree­ 
ment on fire services. 


Claremont 
also will 
seek 
a 
contract with 
Pomona to pro­ 
vide dispatching services on fire 
alarms as part of the agree­ 
ment. 


The council 
followed recom­ 
mendations from City Manager 
Keith Mulrooney and the 
fire 
chiefs 
of 
both 
Pomona 
and 
Claremont. 
The proposed first-alarm mu­ 
tual 
aid 
pact 
will 
eliminate 
boundaries between the two cit­ 
ies for purposes of fire protec­ 
tion. Fire equipment from both 
departments 
would 
be 
dis­ 
patched from a single commum- 


cations 
center 
and 
respond 
across present city boundaries 
according to predetermined as­ 
signment. 
A similar agreement has ex­ 
isted for four years between On­ 
tario and Montclair. 
Only cost to either city would 
be the necessity 
foi 
a single 
dispatching and communications 
control center. 
The 
Claremont council 
took 
the action at a meeting sched­ 
uled mainly for study on the 
proposed 1969-70 city budget. 
Prior to taking the action, the 
council 
heard 
a 
report 
from 
Mulrooney of alternative plans 
for providing fire protection for 
Claremont. 
This included the possibilities 
of 
first-response 
mutual 
aid 
agreements 
with 
neighboring 
cities, a survey by the County 
of Los Angeles of the possibili­ 
ties of Claremont annexing to 


the Consolidated Fire Protection 
District, a study of the sites 
for a new fire headquarters, a 
building program for new fire 
headquarters, a study of sites 
for a public safety building and 
cost estimates relating to police 
and fire headquarters facilities. 
The 
council 
requested 
the 
studies following defeat in Feb­ 
ruary of a capital improvements 
bond issue which included the 
funding for a 
new fire head­ 
quarters station. 
Mulrooney said the c o u n t y 
could 
offer Claremont certain 
advantages: increased initial re­ 
sponse on fire calls including 
availability of an aerial ladder, 
and the construction of a new 
fire station if the city provided 
the >ite. 
However, Mulrooney said that 
the lack of "substantial finan­ 
cial savings” at this time in 
a 
city-county contract 
is 
the 


main reason not to contract lor 
county fire services. 
Mulrooney 
also 
pointed 
out 
that 
the city’s present 
cross 
training officer program whic h 
new police and firemen enter 
ha-, saved the city a consider­ 
able 
amount 
of 
money 
com­ 
pared with the traditional sys­ 
tem . 
The CTO program would be 
abandoned 
if 
Claremont 
con­ 
tracted for county fire services. 
Mulrooney said the city saved 
approximately 
$20,000 
in 
the 
present 
tiscal 
year, estimates 
a savings of $30,000 to $40,000 
in 1969-70. and possibly a sav­ 
ings 
of $275,000 per year by 
1979-HO in the Claremont C-. T. 
program 
over 
the 
traditional 
system. 
Roger Wells, president of the 
Association of Claremont Tax­ 
payers, 
read 
a 
letter

council giving recommendations 


his group wishes the council to 
follow.

Council Adopts 
New Mail Policy 


The Pomona Citv Council Monday night adopted 
a new policy concerning official mail of a deroga­ 
tory nature addressed to the city fathers. 


Approved was a recommendation from City Ad­ 
ministrator Fred Sharp that such correspondence 
be immediately ->ent to the council for determina­ 
tion on whether it should be included in the council 
agenda and therefore made public. 


The procedure will only cover mail concerning 
relatively minor matters but whose content or na­ 
ture is considered derogatory to the city or would 
create unwarranted emotionalism, Sharp explained. 


The new procedure is designed to eliminate "ten- 
cent items" from getting undue attention, he said. 
"It does disservice to the city to have (such mail) 
battered around if it’s nothing .” 
Under the new policy, such letters, upon their 
receipt, will be placed in a sealed envelope by 
Sharp’s office and mailed or placed in the council- 
men’s mailbox with a note attached explaining why 
the correspondence was not included as a regular 
agenda item. 
At the following meeting, the council would de­ 
termine whether such a letter should be placed 
on the agenda for information or consideration.

council and the new policy was approved 4-0. Coun­ 
cilman Fred Livermore was absent.

'Glass Curtain' 
Peril to Mankind 


The world is divided toda> not by just 
an ideological Iron Curtain or Bamboo Cur­ 
tain. It is also divided b> a much more 
dangerous and insidious “ glass curtain,“ ac­ 
cording to Melvin B. M yers* director of the 
Material Resoun es Program of C h u r , h 
World Sen ice. 


“ It is this harrier that divides the haves 
and tht' have-nots, 
ho said recently, speak­ 
ing at the dedication of the new national 
head qu arters of 
C R O P 
in Klkhart, 
Ind. 
CROP is the <•omniumty hunger appeal of 
Church World Sen ice. 
“ It is a curtain through which we can 
sBc and be seen. It is a curtain made up 
of tourism, of television of transistor ra­ 
dios hanging from bullocks’ horns, of pic­ 
ture magazines and of movies. What we 
see through this glass curtain bothers our 
Christian conscience. But what our ('cli­ 
mates see on our prismi-oarth is a whole 
now world of which they are not a part, 
and they want it." 
“ The obvious answer,” said Myers, “ is 
that the efforts on both sides of the glass 
curtain must he directed not to breaking 
out of prison, but to make this prison, this 
earth, a better place for all its inmates. 
He identifies five major tasks: 
Rmergenev and disaster relief and the 
rehabilitation that follows; the «‘an* a n d 
handling of refugees, of whom there are 
at last count more than IT million; world 
hunger; 
resjK»nsihlc family planning, and 
the» development of human resources over­ 
seas. 
There has been much progress in each 
of these areas, thanks to the» work of CROP 
and other overseas aid agencies, both pub­ 
lic and private. 
The glass curtain is being pierced from 
the outside, but more hemic efforts to dis­ 
mantle it < ninpletelj will be needed in the 
years immediately ahead *— lest it shatter 
from a human explosion on the inside.

Three days before Norwegian explorer 
Thor Heyerdahl and crew shoved off from 
Safi, M orocco, bound lor America iri a papy­ 
rus boat, an American adventurer named 
Bill Verity embarked on a similar voyage 
from Fruit, Ireland, with much less pub­ 
licity. 
Whereas Heyerdahl hoj>es fo prove that 
ancient Egyptians could have \isited the 
N ew World and left the technique of pyra­ 
mid building with the Indians, Verity hopes 
to prove the old legend that sajs St, Bren­ 
dan and his monks sailed from Ireland and 
reached America centuries before Colum­ 
bus. 
Verity* who is sailing alone, left County 
Kerry on May 2 in a 20-fcx)t Im>h1 In* built 
himself and modeled on the one St. Brendan 
was said to have used, His goal was Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., 4,500 miles away, which 
he h o p ed to reach in 7,> to IK) days. 
Like» Heyerdahl, after a visit to Mexico 
and Central America, Verity got the idea 
>f pre-Columbian < »Id World-New World cul­ 
tural contacts from anthropological studies 
among the* Indians o| Florida and the Cult 
)f Mexico. His theory 
Stream, carrying timbe 
of Ireland, led the* eai 
that a land mass lay ; 
current*

the Viet Cong could be expected 
to take immediate and exclus­ 
ive political command of such 
a sanctuary in the south. Par­ 
tition would be a fact. It has 
never been anything less than 
that in Laos since 1954. 


Whatever gloss might there­ 
after be put on the matter as 
an agreement among the Viet­ 
namese elements at the peace 
table, partition would he a dc- 
feat for America’s political ob­ 
jective m fighting the war. 
Our clearly stated goal has al­ 
ways been the independence of 
South Vietnam, all South Viet­ 
nam and not just a part of it. 
If a postwar Saigon govern­ 
ment’s writ of authority should 
not run to every eorner of the 
land, then in truth it would be 
judged as overseer of provin­ 
cial fragments and not a central 
governor. 
In the argument stirred by 
Kennedy and others over the 
wisdom of storming hills and 
taking casualties while suppos­ 
edly hopeful peace lalks go on, 
one thing em erge, which rein­ 


forces the partition prospect. 
I he U.S. civilian authority has 
said unmistakably that our cas­ 
ualties are determined in scope 
and frequency bv the activity of 
the Viet Cong and Hanoi’s reg­ 
ulars. The enemy’s casualties 
are similarly governed. 


Herein lies a crucial vein of 
thought. That proposition means 
we can hurt the adversary badly 
only when he is willing to risk 
our hurting him — for a purpose 
of his own. It means we cannot 
crush him bv a dec ision formed 
in the White House or the Penta­ 
gon or Saigon. 
If at Hanoi’s will its forces 
can be as secure from us as this 
notion asserts, then it must now 
he understood by the President 
and hi*' generals that Red forces 
given sanctuary — frc*e even of 
ineffectual "search-and-destroy” 
mission — wdl never be dis­ 
lodged. 
If we were fo decide to stand 
with President Thieu against co­ 
alition. then how would we deal 
— militarily or politically — 
with 
an 
entrenched 
enemy 
whom we say we can maul se­ 
verely only when he lets us? 
His unshakable presence in 
South Vietnam is Ho Chi Minh’s 
great trump. We say we will 
take no settlement that puts him 
in Saigon. But, for all his very 
real and heavy losses, he is 
halfway there and no one here 
knows how to force a return 
ticket upon him. 
In Korea we hurled back the 
enemy and took a stalemate that 
nevertheless gave us our stated 
goal. But if partition is the out- 
leok this time — and it is — 
then we will have a defeat, not 
total, vet real, which we can­ 
not disguise for our selves or 
anyone else.

Chilean Foreign Minister Gives 
Isolationist Ultimatum to Nixon 


An unusual confrontation be­ 
tween two high-up Latin Ameri­ 
can 
diplomats, 
one 
for, o n e 
against the* United States, took 
place m Washington last week. 


The firM was forpign minister 
Gabriel Valdes of Chile, whose 
country has been a 
longtime 
friend of the* United States but 
who urged an 
inti U.S., isola 
tiomst policy for I atin America. 


The 
other was 
Dr. 
Carlos 
Lleras 
Restropo. 
President of 
Columbia, a country once bitter 
against the United States over 
Panama, but who urged a non- 
isolatiomst policy of cooperation 
between the Americas. 


Foreign Minister Valdes had 
a meeting with President Nixon 
in the presence of other I.atm- 
A m e r i c a n ambassadors, in 
which he laid down a b l u n t 
near-ultimatum regarding U.S. 
relations with Lann America. 


In lalks with Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State John Meyer, Val­ 
des was even tougher. He said 
that Latin America should, in ef­ 
fect, gang up on ihe U ji i t e d 
States, formulate its own poli­ 
cies, and then tell the United 
States to take it or leave it. The 
OAS would be junked or side­ 
tracked. 


President Lleras, in contrast, 
delivered a carefully thought out 
speech supporting the OAS and 
inter-American cooperation 


"I 
trust 
the inter*American 
system,” he said. “ It e the best 
instrument for ihe defense and 
promotion of . , . ‘liberty, equal 
ity and justice.’ 


"W e cannot and should not 
underestimate 
the 
magnitude* 
and significance of what has al- 
rady been achieved.” 


President Lleras did not refer 
to foreign minister Valdes by 
name, but it was quite obvious 
that he was replying to Valdes’s 
isolationist doctrine. 


Quoting Simon Bolivar, th e 
George Washington of S o u t h 
America, President Lleras said. 
“ The great man outlined the or­ 
ganization of an assombty that 
could give us its advice* when­ 
ever a conflict should arise; act 
as an arbiter or ju»lg»* of even­ 


tual differences. ( olombia and 
Mexico then sought to associate 
the 
United States within 
the 
projected system." 


Lleras also paid tribute to the 
Alliance for P ro g re s s .

This is the act which prohib­ 
its Southern states from using 
literacy tests to bar Negroes

Johnson 
pushed 
the act through Con­ 
gress, a record number of Ne­ 
groes have been voting in the 
South, with several elected to 
the 
Georgia 
Legislature, 
and 
one Negro, Charles Evers, elect­ 
ed mayor of a Mississippi town 
for the first time a Negro may­ 
or has been elected in Missis­ 
sippi in 100 years. 


Sen. Thurmond w a n t s this 
stopped. And he’s been exerting 
so much pressure on the White 
House that the Nixon adminis­ 
tration has been vacillating. 
Three times Attorney General 
John Mitchell, charged with en­ 
forcement of the Voting Rights 
Act, has canceled appearances 
to appear before the House Civ­ 
il Rights subcommittee. He and 
his chief in the White H o u s e 
couldn't make up their minds. 
However. Mitchell has been 
called for the fourth time to test­ 
ify tomorrow and he can’t duck 
any more. It’s understood he 
will recommend that Congress 
continue the Voting Rights Act, 
but extend the ban on literacy 
tests throughout the entire na­ 
tion, not confine it to the South 
alone. 
Sec retary of Defense Laird has 
promised 
Congressional 
lead­ 
ers privately that he will take a 
“ hard look” at the manpower 
needs with a view to bringing 
more troops home from Vietnam 
in October or November. Actu­ 
ally, Gen. Creighton 
Abrams, 
the American commander, had 
reported that 50.000 troops could 
he spared without hurting the 
war effort. 
President Nixon decided to 
bring home only 25,000 because 
of intelligence reports that th** 
Communists are massing for a 
summer offensive 
He has also 
ordered 
an exhaustive intelli­ 
gence survey of enemy strength. 
He wants to know whether the 
Communist! have the power to 
continue large scale fighting be­ 
fore he brings any more troops 
home*. 


While the American people 
have read about the reluctance 
of some Latin American govern­ 
ments to welcome Governor Nel­ 
son Rockefeller on his special 
missions for 
President 
Nixon, 
the cause of the seeming un­ 
friendliness is something 
that 
goes deeper than surface indica­ 
tions in various countries 
in 
South America. 
I ndoubtedly the planned de­ 
monstrations 
of 
antagonism, 
which led some of the govern­ 
ments to suggest that Mr. Rock­ 
efeller’s visit be canceled or 
postponed, 
were 
inspired 
by 
Communists and radical groups. 
But. in general, the coolness is 
not of recent origin. 
When Gabriel Valdes, foreign 
minister 
of 
('hilo, 
presented 
President Nixon on Wednesday 
with a list of Latin American 
complaints about United States 
trade and aid policies, “ the deep 
crisis in hemisphere relations” 
to which he referred did not 
arise from any single happen­ 
ing. The document which 
th** 
Chilean minister gave to the 
President was submitted on be­ 
half 
of 21 
governments 
and 
warned of “ growing and harm­ 
ful resentment” against United 
States policies. It would be» over­ 
simplifying the case to say that 
the difficulties have developed 
just because of the existence of 
barriers to Latin-American ex­ 
ports to this country. Nor would 
it be logical to put the entire 
blame on 
t h e 
specifications 
which have been imposed as c 
prerequisite to military and eco­ 
nomic aid by the United States. 


Broadly speaking, the people 
of the United States have never 
quite 
understood 
the 
Latin - 
American case. Companies from 
this country have gone to Cen­

have invested large sums, but 
this has not always won favor. 
Instead, there has been an envy 
of American wealth and power

European nations as well as 
the United States have profiled 
by investments in Latin Amei - 
ca. After submitting the repot’. 
the Chilean foreign minister said 
at a news conference that the 
amount of private earnings r 
patriated to the United States in 
1968 was five times the amount 
of private investments in Latin 
America from this country dm 
ing tlx* same year. Economists 
here agree that such a trend 
has been going on since 1962, 
but thev suggest that the esti­ 
mate of the 1968 ratio might 
be somewhat exaggerated.

Latin 
Americans want to share in the 
profits realized from the invesi- 
menfs in their own countries. 
Thev regard economic projects, 
such as improved roads, dams, 
etc., as well as aid to educa­ 
tion and help in modernization 
of rural districts, as a prime 
necessity. 


So 
Governor 
Rockefeller’s- 
journeys are not a passing phase 
in relations with Latin Amer­ 
ica.

ANOTHER SOLUTION to education in the 
U. S. of A. is what has been called “ the 
free university" or “ the shadow school,” a 
skeletal academe in which there are no en­ 
trance requirements, no tuition fe s, and no 
set curriculum.
